The  Regis traa?  Genera!’ s estimate  "'f  the  inid-ycar 
population  is  34,57(^  an  increase  of  1410  persons,  which 
figure  is,  however,  very  much  on  the  lov/  side,  as  it  does  not 
mak:G  allowance  for  tho  influ.x  of  evacuee^  and  others. 

It  is  v;orthy  of  note  that  the  Birth  Rate  is  21.2 
per  3,000,  compared  with  20.0  for  1939,  and  14,6  for’ 

England  and  YiJalos.  The  corrected  Death  Rate  is  12»7 
per  1,000,  compared  with  14.3  for  England  and  ’wales. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  42.6  per  1,000  live 
births,  compared  with  55.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  general  health  of  the  district  continues  to  be 
satisfactory  in  spite  of  war  conditions  with  their 
attendant  strains  on  the  public. 

A. depletion  of  staff  occurred  when  the  Additional 
Sanitary  inspector  left  "in  April,  1940,  for  another  appointment 
and  it  has  not  been  possible  to  find  a successor. 

Owing  to  the  less  of  staff  and  tho  many  war  duties 
imposed  on  myself  and  tho  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  the  routine 
work  of  tho  Public  Health  Department  has  suffered  to  some 
extent. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  tho 
members  of  the  Council,  and  especially  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of 'tho  Public  Health  Committee,  for  their 
helpful  co-operation, 

I also  appreciate  the  efficient  way  the  work  Vvas  carried 
out  by  the  staff  of  tho  Public  Health  Department,  and 
especially  for  tho  help  of  Mr,  R.  J.  Baker,  tho  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector .

This  has  often 
resulted  in  temporary  overcrowding  v/hich  was  unavoidable. 


In  spite  of  the  war  conditions,  overcrowding  and  use  of 
outdoor  Public  She  Iters, little  appreciable  effect  has  been 
observed  on  tAc  healtA  of  the  pee nle, either  from  general  or 
infectious  disease',  except  for  a slight  increase  in  cases 
of  Gerebro  Spinal  Heningitis . 

The  death  rate  has  increased  slightly  as  is  general  all 
over  the  Country,  but  figures  for  the  Parcham  Urban  District 
show  up  favourably  in  comparison. 


The  work  of  Diphtheria  Immunisatirn  has  been  considerably' 
increased  owing  to  numerous  upnlications  from  evacuees  and 
from  the  increased  propaganda,  both  as  regards  school  children 
and  those  under  school  age.
